Election Is Important One. 

The primary is the most important 
years. For the first time in the his- 
tory of the state Georgia is electing 
two senators vgte of the people. 
Heretofore senators have been elected 
by the legislature and this is the first 
time that two senators have been 
elected at the same time. 

In addition to the two. senators, 
there will be nominated a governor, 
entire set of statehouse officials, two 
justices of the court of appeals, two 
supreme court judges, several congress- 
men and many judges and “solicitors 
general in various parts of the state. 

Chief interest centers in the con- 
tests for senators and for governor. 

Senator Hoke Smith is being spposed 
by Joseph M. Brown. This ices the 
third time Smith and Brown haye 
waged political warfare. - Mr. Brown 
defeated Smith for governor, and in 
turn was defeated by him for the same 
position. The Brown-Smith feud has 
been one of long standing. It started 
when Governor Smith removed Mr. 
Brown from the railroad commission. 
Brown retaliated by running for gov- 
ernor and was elected. 

The present campaign has been an 
unique one. Senator Smith has _ re- 
mained in Washington and has made 
no campaign speeches. Mr. Brown did 
not announce until late, and has con- 
fined his activities to cards dealing 
with the labor situation and attack- 
ing Senator Smith's record.

Victor Innes 
suspected complicity 
disappearance of Beatrice 
Nelms, who are believed to have been 
murdered in San Antonio, Texas, in a 
bungalow rented by Innes and his wife 
during the month of June. 

He was taken into custody last night 
by the sheriff of Springfield, Ore., 
within eigh een miles of which city 
Innes and hs had retired to a 
farm operated by him. Marshall Nelms 
and a deputy sheriff of Bexar county, 
Texas, will leave at once for Oregon 
with extradition papers. 

Innes will be brought to San Antonlo 
for trial. The arrest of his wife wil) 
also be brought about. Marshall Nelms 
swore affidavits against both of them 
Tuesday night in San Antonio. War- 
rants were issued for both man and 
woman Tuesday afternoon by District 
Attorney Linden of Bexar county. 

Brief dispatches received by The 
Constitution last night failed to state 
whether or not Mrs. Innes had alsuv 
been detained. She may have to an- 
swer the charge of accessory to the 
suspected crime. 

The arrest of Innes revealed a sys- 
tematic scheme of surveillance that 
had been thrown around the man and 
his wife by Mrs. John W. Nelms, moth- 
er of the missing women, ever since 
Innes was first accused of connection 
with the mysterious case. Mrs. Nelms 
had directed men who kept in constant 
touch with the movements of the two 
suspects, and who followed him to the 
secluded farm near Springfield. 

The arrest last night was one of the 
results of an investigation begun ‘y 
The Atlanta Constitution, which traced 
the path of the vanished girls to 
Texas, and which extended even into 
the interior of northern Mexico. Suf- 
ficient evidence having been unearthed 
by The Constitution’s 
Marshall Nelms took up 
collaboration with secret service men 
from the San Antonio division of the 
United States department of justice, 
of which R. L. Barnes is chief. 

Other Evidence Guarded. 

The evidence turned over to govern- 
ment authorities by The Constitution’s 
staff correspondent and Marshall 
Nelms succeeded in obtaining co-opera- 
tion from the secret service depari 
ment. Additional evidence has been 
revealed which, however, is being kent 
a guarded secret until the trial.

From Brussels comes word that the German movement toward 


ihe center has been checked, while from the French embassy in 
London the statement has been issued that the Germans have retired 
from the important Alsatian outpost of Sarrebourg. 

An ironclad veto of unauthorized intelligence from Belgium, 
which the war office communicated to the papers last night that 
the three allied armies had agreed upon, has been enforced to the 
letter. Censorship of the British war office follows closely that 
enforced by the Japanese during their war against Russia, with 
the exception of one unique detail. Field Marshal Kitchener com- 
municated to the British press, “for your private information,” de- 
tails of what is officially termed “the British expeditionary force” 


with the understanding that the information shall be published 


only when the government thinks it judicious. 


Two acutely uncertain factors remain to be weighed and deter- 
mined and until some real battle shall have given some light on 


them, there will be no settled irame of mind in this country. These 


are whether the French ermy is better than it was in 1870, and 
whether the Russian army is better than it was in the Japanese war. 
There is great confidence here in the French general staff and great 
respect for the enterprise which [Frenchmen have developed in the 
last decade in sports, particularly in aviation, and keen respect for 


the bravery and hot-headed dash of French blood. 


Whether the stolid endurance and enormous numbers of the 


Russian masses will enable them to hold their own against the tra- 


ditionally superior brains of the German general staff is another 


important question. 


So far as their own progress is considered, the British feel deep 


satisfaction that the navy has proved sufficiently equal to its work 


How to Find .

To each 
packet a handbill was affixed and ad- 
dressed to “The Returning Citizens of 
the Friendly United States.”" The hand 
bill stated that the enclosed newspa- 
pers must serve to destroy the “web 
of lies which a hostile press has spread 
over the United States and give to 
truth;” then in large type was this 
note: “Redistribution for publication 
in American papers solicited.”

TWO GERMAN CRUISERS 


CAPTURED BY BRITISH 


Shanghai, August 18.—Two German 
cruisers have been disabled and brought 
into Hong Kong. Confirmation of 
this fact was received here today. The 
deck works, the turrets and the bar- 
bettes of the two cruisers were demol- 
ished and their masts and funnels had 
been shot away. Their sides were 
stained with blood which had run 
through the scuppers.

“Marl Kitchener is well aware that 
much anxiety must have been caused 
to the English press by the Knowledge 
that these matters were being freely 
discussed in the continental press, and 
he wishes to assure the press of this 
country that nothing but his convic- 
tion of the military importance to this 
country of suppressing these move- 
ments would have led him to issue in- 
structions which placed the press of 
this country under a temporary disad- 
vantage.”

A UNITED PROTEST. 

The Birmingham Board of Trade follows 
the action of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Board of Trade of Savannah 
in protesting against certain drastic features 
of the Rayburn railroad securities bill now 
before the United States senate. 

We reproduce elsewhere the editorial 
protest of The Birmingham AgeHereld, 
which follows the vigorous editorial con- 
demnation of this measure by The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser and The Mobile Register. 

We also reproduce on this page the pro- 
test of The Macon Telegraph, which is not 
less emphatic than that of The Savannah 
Morning News, The Augusta Chronicle and 
The Athens Banner and other Georgia 


newspapers. 
The press of the entire south is in revolt 


against some of the features of this meas- 

~~ “gre, recognizing the fact that if passed in its 
present shane it means the possible end of 
further railroad building in the south. This 
section has more to fear from this proposed 
legislation than any other part of the coun- 
try. No wonder, therefore, that the meas- 
ure does not find a single defender among 
southern newspapers, all of whom realize 
the menace of the measure. 

Among other things, the bill provides 
that before a railroad can sell a security 
with which to extend its lines anywhere; 
before the promoters of a new railroad can 
even make arrangements to purchase or 
condemn property for a new line—having, 
of course, to sell securities for its construc- 
tion in both instances—application must be 
made to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion at Washington, without respect to any 
state commission. The interstate commerce 
commission is vested with full authority be- 
fore anything whatsoever can be done in 
either case and the delay incident to such 
investigation as may be instituted by it 
would in itself frequently defeat the materi- 
alization of the developments which other- 
wise might be pushed to success. 

As dangerous as is the feature that pro- 
vides that every state railroad commission 
through which any company operates must 
be consulted before the interstate commerce 
commission authorizes action on contem- 
plated extension or development, even more 
dangerous is the provision that takes ouf of 
the hands of all state commissions amy real 
control over the situation. They, are abso- 
lutely superseded in authority by the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

The bill seeks to concentrate in the in- 
-Cerstate commerce commission, together 
with the control already lodged there as to 
rates, absolute control over all common car- 
riers, without respect to any law which may 
now protect the different states and their 
commissions in such authority as may have 
been vested in such commissions by the 
laws of their respective states. It is in- 
tended to, and ultimately will, absolutely 
annul all existing state statutes on railroad 
regulation. \ 

The Constitution does not believe that 
any such bill as this will pass congress, and 
it certainly does not believe that it will re- 
ceive the support of southern democrats— 
who are jealous of the rights of their states, 
and who are not willing to too glibly sur- 
render these rights to a central authority. 

The measure is autocratic, unjust, unwise 
and dangerous, and that it is so understood 
is emphasized by the overwhelming protest 
that is going up from all parts of the south 
egainst it. 


HOME SCIENCE FOR GIRLS’ 


The fact that home science, which em- 
braces with a course in, household econom- 
ics, the chemistry of foods, and practical 
cooking and sewing, has been introduced in 
the curriculum of the Girls’ High School, 
will be a source of general satisfaction to 
those interested in the kind of education the 
girl of today should receive. 

The board of education, after acting 
favorably on the measure, secured an appro- 


priation from council of the necessary $500 
for equipment. An expert has been engaged 
as instructor, and the incident marks a step 
onward, in the new thought in education 
which demands that the boy and girl of the 
commonwealth should be trained to meet 
the demands of every-day life. 

Whether she has a chosen profession, or 
line of business; whether she is rich or 
poor, in the natural order of things, the 
average young woman will be the presiding 
genius of a home, and the fundamental 
principles at least of how to conduct the 
home should be a part of her school training. 

The present high cost of living, and the 
inefficiency of domestic labor in the south 
require that the woman of today know the 
practical things about the rise and fall in 
food products, as well as the practical things 
about the actual conduct of the house, that 
she may the better direct its activities. 

The faculty of the Girls’ High School 
warmly approve the addition to the curricu- 
lum, and it will be popular with the thinking 
public at large.

TOASTS. 

A toast is a speech usually made in a 
hesitating voice by a- pale man who is full 
of banquet food and fear. 

No one knows why an after-dinner speech 
is called a toast unless it Is because of its 
dryness. The chief object of a toast is to 
fill another place on the program. Eight 
toasts make one program. Originally a toast 
was about a dozen words long. Nowadays it 
takes fifteen minutes to get through with 
one. In some ways times have not improved. 

Toasts are responded to on a_ great 
variety of subjects, but they all begin with 
the same sentiment: “I do not know why I 
should have been called upon to respond to 
this sentiment.” After the speaker has 
finished responding he still does not know 
and no one else has found out, either. 

The second paragraph of a toast begins: 
“That reminds me of a story.” Toasts are 
like games of chess. They all consist of the 
same things differently arranged. If a man 
knows five stories he can keep changing 
them around so as to make them into 
twenty-five toasts. Old stories are better be- 
cause the audience knows them and begins 
laughing earlier in the game. 

The excellence of a toast depends upon its 
brevity.

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SELF-STARTERS, 

A self-starter is a cruel and 
attack upon the prosperity of 
profession. 

It is an attachment to an automobile 
which supplies the horsepower necessary for 
cranking the same. Before the self-starter 
was invented it was necessary for the owner 
of the automobile to supply this horsepower. 
This made it difficult to decide whether to 
Classify the automobile as a pleasure or a 
penal institution. 

In the early days, automobiles were 
started with a crank. By exerting 11-4 
horsepower, the owner was able to turn the 
motor over so fast that it got the habit. 
Sometimes, however, the motor absent- 
mindedly started backward. When this hap- 
pened the crank flew back and hit the 
cranker, producing broken wrists, fractured 
shoulders, bent skulls and other phenomena.

The bill recites at great length the 
history of the troubles of the New|

it.” The petition further recites that | 
it entered into a contract in good, 
faith with the city of Atlanta, by| 
which the company agreed to erect a/| 
plant in accordance with plans and | 
specifications for the sum of $376,800.

Chicago, August 18.—Three amateurs, 
including Francis Ouimet, the title- 
holder, were among the thirty-two 
men who qualified today for the na- 
tional open golf championship at Mid- 
lothian Country club. Ouimet, play- 
ing steadily, took 148 strokes for the 
36 holes, two higher than the medal 
score of the day, made by James 
Barnes, of Whitemarsh club, Philadel- 
phia. 

Warren K. Wood, 
Chicago, formerly 
champion, and W. Raulenbusch, ama- 
teur champion of Chicago, Were the 
other two amateurs to qualify, out- 
stripping many professionals with 1565 
each. 

Thitry-two more players will qualify 
tomorrow, and the sixty-four survivors 
from the 132 entered will contest at 
72 holes medal play Thursday and 
Friday.

Foreign Exchange Shows 
Activity, But at Firm Rates. 
Domestic Loans Are In- 
creasing Daily. 


New York, August 18.—More activity 
was noted in foreign exchange today 
than at any time since the war began. 


This was accepted as evidence of fur- | 


ther improvement in the general finan- 
cial sitaation. Rates were firmer, how- 
ever, because much of the recent ac- 
cumulations had been disposed of. 
Domestic monetary operations, also, 


‘change today announced 


were more bpumerous, many loans being 
placed by local banks for interior insti- 
tutions attracted by the prevailing high 
rates. Fairly large sums were loaned 
for out-of-town banks at 5 per cent. 
Mercantile paper of prime quality re- 
flected a better inquiry at 6 to 7 per 
cent. 

Little ground for encouragement was 
offered by the official weather report, 
which told of increasing deterioration 
to corn in states west of the Missis- 
sippi because of continued drouth. In 
fact, it is now generally recognized 
that all cereals, except winter wheat, 
have suffered severe reverses since the 
official July report. This change found 
reflection in a sensational advance for 
September wheat in Chicago todey. 

Indications of increasing con: dence 
in the steel trade were found in an ad- 
vance of a dollar per ton, ordered by 
a large independent manufacturer of 
wire products, and the reported resump- 
tion next week of a rolling mill plant 
in the middle west, after two years of 
idleness. Although copper metal shows 
a firmer tendency, the precarious state 
of that industry is demonstrated byrre- 
duced or suspended dividend announced 
in the course of the day, together 
with further reduction of production. 

The committee which has been direct- 
ing the affairs of the stock exchange 
during its enforced suspension is au- 
thority for the statement that the posi- 
tion of its members is inherently sound. 
This has given rise to rumors of an 
early reopening, all of which prove to 
have no foundation in fact The ex- 
change, it Is declared, will not attempt 
to do any business, except tor cash, so 
long as the British moratorium remains 
effective
